AWAKING ON T1MI 

Drar Mr. Hoik. son : — Speaking 
of the various devices to apprise the 
deaf that their waking hour had 
arrived, as described in the Journal 
recently, perhaps so:ne bne will be 
interested in my contrivauce, which 
really is no contrivance at all. It is 
simply this : After winding tbe 
clock, putting out the light and say- 
ing my prayers, the last thing I do 
just before jumping into bed is to 
send the window shade rolling clear 
up to the top. Thus in theMuoming 
my room is Hooded with daylight 
and all sleep is gently scraped from 
my eyes. • Since dawn comes on so 
gradually, the process is entirely 
painless, and 1 get up refreshed and 
In fine trim for the day's grind. 

This system never fails, and I am 
always awake between (>:.)s and 7 
o'clock. liven when I am detained 
at the office or the subway is block- 
ed, or I have to sit up with a sick 
friend and do not " hit the pillows " 
until 2 or ,5 a.m., seven o'clock will 
find 111c, as usual, in the bath room 
brushing my teeth and combing my 
hair for what is left of it). In fact, 
so infallible has this system become 
that on holiday and Sunday morn- 
I have to get up and pull the 
shade down agnin, so I can sleep on 
sonic more until it is time for the 
eleven o'clock mass. 

Like most every other deaf person 
In captivity has done, once upon a 
time I did give play to my mechani- 
cal ability, and regarded it as a dis- 
play of rate inventive genius. Mine 
was s long stick, the lower end 
fastened with eye screws to any part 
of woodwork in the room. The top 
of the stick was tied to a string that 
ran through another eye-screw high- 
er up, and thence to the alarm 



clock. A ring at this end of the 
string hooked on to the alarm wind- 
ing key, holding the stick half way 
up something like a derrick boom. 
When the alarm started ringing, 
the revolving key allowed the ring 
to slip off ; so down would fall the 
derrick and up would come myself. 
It worked pretty well on such 
occasions when I didn't forget to 
wind the clock, or when the string 
did not get tangled before the pole 
could touch me and perform its mis- 
sion. I remember one time when it 
did do so with a vengeance, and it 
was on Thanksgiving Day. I want- 
ed to catch a 4 a.m. train for the 
mountains, and have dinner with 
the old folks at the farm. To insure 
being awake at 3 o'clock, I placed a 
shoe on the end of the pole — the 
extra heavy impact, I reasoned, 
would offset the extra heavy sleep at 
that very early hour. The device 
worked like a charm. But un- 
fortunately, I had just then come to 
such a position that the shoe in de- 
scending landed squarely in a vital 
spot called the solar plexus. The 
room being pitch dark, I could not 
exactly divine what had happened. 
This was during the ante-bellum 
days ; otherwise I would have quick- 
ly concluded some hun had bayonet- 
ed me. However, one fact was 
firmly established in my mind— rl 
had been killed. So I lay back on 
the bed and calmly awaited the 
transition of my soul to heaven. 

Now, my idea of the transition 
business is rather ordinary. Instead 
of the swift-winged flight oLa falcon 
or the graceful soaring of the eagle, 
it was merely the slowly, upward 
plugging of an elevator. Years ago, 
I was errand boy for a shop on the 
top floor of a skyscraper, and as I 
always carried bundles, I had to use 
the freight elevator. Except for a 
skylight, the elevator shaft was 
dark and draughty and dirty. The 
elevator lifted slowly, ever up and 
up towards the spot of light far 
above. 

Arriving at our floor, the cumber- 
some fireproof doors were opened, 
and stepping into the brilliantly 
lighted and warm office did seem 
like the inside of the pearly gates. 
Well, as I lay back and no upward 
sensation (or downward, either) 
materializing, my mind collected 
back its scattered thoughts, and 
realized what had happened. So in- 
stead of sandals and a halo, it was 
shoes aud a hat, which I had on in a 
jiffy, and was off for the train. 
After fretting considerably over the 
slow subway service at night, I final- 
ly arrived at the railroad station 
with four minutes to spare, only to 
be told by the amiable ticket agent 
that the 3 am. train had been taken 
off for the holiday. However, I 
did not blame this on the derrick. 

Whan we moved to another place 
shortly after, I took it along: The 
hew room did not permit its falling 
across the bed, so I had it land on 
the foot of the iron bedstead. The 
jar was very effective, but somehow 
the string got tangled worse than 
ever and I developed a habit of wak- 
ing up at all hours of the night to 
see if had functioned or not. In the 
end I discarded it altogether, because 
it began to work itself into my 
dreams with uncanny precision. 
For instance, did I fall off the nine- 
teenth floor of a tall building, the 
derrick would time its crash nicely 
with the impact when I hit the 
sidewalk. Or did the pirate gang 
tie me to a powder keg — bang I and 
the rattle of my remains as they 
rained down would turn out to be 
that the derrick had missed the bed, 
and fallen on the floor, pulling the 
clock along with it. So I gave it 
up and tried the present way, and 
have slumbered happily ever since.

THE Alt 11* 1* l>|-N-\l:U 

(A translation of Mr. Henri Gaillard's official Re- 
port of hit visit to the United States in tbe year 
1917.] 

There is in the United States a 
Society of Artists composed of 
mutes, the President, Jacques Alex- 
ander, being an artist painter, the 
Secretary, Mr. Charles Fetscher, an 
Architect, and the Treasurer, Miss 
Ruby Abrams, an artist painter. 
There also belongs to this Society 
many American artists, and they 
have several French artists as honor- 
ary members. 

The President, Mr. Jacques Alex- 
ander, arranged with Mademoiselle 
Foussadier a charming dinner to be 
given in our honor on the 15 th day 
of July in Mademoiselle Foussadier's 
home. Mademoiselle Foussadier, 
as can be seen by her name, is 
French. She received her education 
in Rueil and had as her first teacher 
Madame Debraux, then Mademoi- 
selle Berthe Dabe. Her father is a 
descendant of four generations of 
tapestry makers of the Department 
of Creuse, who has the specialty of 
the carpet of Aubussbn. Knowing 
also the style of the "Gobelins" 
tapestry, became to America at the 
request of a big merchant of Fifth 
Avenue who helped him to install his 
weaving machines, which enabled 
him to earn a good deal of money. 
He brought his children with him. 

Mademoiselle Foussadier, like 
her brothers, could hear. She was 
at that time quite young, but 
she staid French at heart, of 
temperament and education, but 
took the ways and habits of the 
Americaus. Strangely she does not 
speak English fluently, but stranger 
still she has forgotten her own 
language, but her quick intellect 
has helped her put aside this handi- 
cap. She learned the trade of her 
father. Knowing how to .draw 
with taste, she is an artist of 
merit in tapestry and her works are 
in demand. 

Mademoiselle Foussadier lives in 
the Bronx, a new place of New York, 
which is in length the space being 
closed right and left by the Ocean 
and the Harlem. The elevated road 
and subway does not go so far — only 
the electric cars which issne transfers 
so that one can make a long trip for 
five cents. 

Messrs. Hodgson and Alexander, 
had made an appointment with us 
to go to St. Ann's of the Deaf and 
Dumb for the afternoon service, but 
we preferred to walk to see the 
streets and park. We came too late 
for the services and was very sorry, 
as the Reverend Chamberlain would 
have liked to have us there Pass- 
ing over a Bridge which crosses the 
East River, the car brought us to 
the corner of the Street where is 
situated the house of Mademoiselle 
Foussadier, where both she and her 
father live. The first floor is large 
and filled with weaving machines. 
On the wail are tapestries made after 
the style of the Gobelins, the models 
being imitated in color. Made- 
moiselle Foussadier showed us her 
work of fine and perfect taste, as to 
drawing and fine tints. The spools 
of thread and fine silk of all colors 
used in her work are very expen- 
sive. 

Then she introduced -us to her 
father, an octogenarian, looking 
tired and worn, owing to his long 
life and many years of hard work. 
He was happy to see his country- 
men, but excused himself from not 
participating in our dinner, being in 
the habit of retiring early. 

In the dining room was a picture 
of Marechal Joffre, the French glory 
by excellence in America, and a 
picture that every French family 
is proud to have in their home. 

We had a charming meal, which 
was served with exquisite taste. 
Mademoiselle Foussadier had prepar- 
ed all those good things herself. 
She wanted us to have an agreeable 
remembrance of our visit. The 
addresses were fine aud elevating, 
as It was between artists and writers. 
If Messieurs Alexander, Fetscher, 
Mademoiselle* Abrams and Fous- 
sadier, Messieurs Graf and Pilet are 
artists for drawing, painting and 
architecture, Messieurs Hodgson, H. 
Gaillard and J. Olivier are equally 
for fashions. All declared that 
general advancement of the deaf 
and dumb artists has a number of 
artists of talent, but those workers 
must not turn away from the 
workers by excess of pride. Mr. 
Hodgson is not only a writer of 



talent, but also an artist in the art 
of typography. He explained to 
us all , he did to better the typo- 
graphers and make them experts 
in their art. 

In his address, Mr. Alexander 
moved Mr. Henri Gaillard to tears 
by the remembrance when he was in 
Paris, and appreciated bis devotion 
to the cause of his brothers, the 
deaf and dumb, against the wicked- 
ness and calumnies which kept him 
in poverty, not willing to better him- 
self by giving up his brothers' cause. 

Mf. Charles Fetscher, a dis- 
tinguished gentleman, of high 
education, is one of the three or four 
mute architects which have succeed- 
ed obtain their diplomas. He is not 
only receiving orders by towns and 
factories, but also for palaces of 
millionnaires. Mr. Fetscher is an 
enthusiastic motorist. 

In addition to her paintings where 
she distinguished herself by dainty 
and charming productions, Miss 
Ruby Abrams is drawing for a fash- 
ion magazine, if my memory is cor- 
rect. 

Before our leaving, Miss Fous- 
sadier gave to each of us a tinted 
copy of the medallion of Pasteur 
Thomas Gallaudet, executed by 
the deaf and dumb French Sculp- 
tor, Hippolyte Montillie (deceased) 
who worked ten years in New York 
as a practitioner. 



Alaska In Midwinter 
Bv Henry M. Hau. 

Having just received an interesting 
letter from an old friend, early mis 
sionary to this far-off great territory, 
it has occurred to me that some of its 
items may iuterest your wide circle 
of intelligent readers. This magnifi 
cent " Seward's Folly," costing Un- 
united States only three and a quar 
ter million dollars (of Russia), has 
already proved itself to be a big bon- 
anza ; as Alaska has already repaid 
us upwards of. fifty times the pur 
chase money. Lucky we got it be 
fore another nation gobbled it as the 
$ 200,000 more offered by Secretar> 
Seward took this diamond-prize just 
in the nick of time ; despite the fool 
ish opposition of some U. S. Senators, 
who denounced it as "a land of ice 
bergs." This extensive domain of 
our northwestern Pacific Coast is des 
tined to be the world's Eldorado. 
Its gold mines, forests, coal mines, 
fisheries, seals and other vast pro- 
ductions (perhaps petroltum), are 
more or less continuously yielding 
wealth. Our government is now 
pushing a railroad from the ocean to 
the mining regions. 

From Nenaua, Alaska, my friend 
writes among many other matters, 
the following items of news. " We 
are now having some fine weather — 
so much nicer than you have in 
Pittsburgh. i,ast Sunday at 7:30 
P M., just as we were beginning 
evening service, it was fifty-six de- 
grees below zero. Some time in the 
night a breeze sprang up from the 
southern hills and, lo 1 at daylight it 
was only eight degrees below zero 
Daylight in this vicinity at this time 
of the year is not very early in the 
morning. The school children use 
electric light until ten in the 
morning, aud it is dark at three in 
the afternoon; but the work in all 
lines goes on just the same as in the 
States, excepting outdoor work 
when it gets very cold. Men pay 
no attention to fifteen or twenty 
below zero, but when the tempera- 
ture hits the forties and sixties be- 
low zero they hold up and talk about 
their friends down in the States. 
Dog teams are the great attraction 
here in the way of amusement out- 
doors. They are a source of much 
pleasure as well as endless bother to 
the owners. Just now it is very 
expensive to own a dog team, for the 
reason that a cannery at the month of 
the Yukon so greatly reduced the 
run of salmon to these upper rivers, 
that there is not a twentieth part of 
the usual supply of dried fish or* 
hand. Dried salmon is the best 
work-dog feed. It is also an impor- 
tant part of native diet. Hundreds 
of work dogs have been killed this 
winter to prevent them from dying 
by starvation, and it is predicted 
that there will be starved natives 
in Isolated points before spring. 
Our Commercial Club has been pro 
testing most vigorously ever since 
the cannery was given the legal 
right by the government to operate 
down there, and we hope now that 
the Fisheries Department will order 



that cannery crime to cease. It was 
nothing short of criminal to have 
permitted the location of a cannery 
(though a floating one it is), at the 
mouth of the Yukon. 

' ' All native villages are located on 
some stream. All interior streams, 
or nearly all of them, are tributary 
to the Yukon and get their run of 
fish through the mouth of that great 
river. Furthermore, the Yukon 
does not have the immense quantities 
of salmon that some misinformed 
people imagine. Two years of this 
cannery have done vast damage to 
the Yukon fish "supply, and while 
the white settlers suffer some incon- 
venience therefrom, yet it is small 
suffering compared with that of the 
natives. The Yukon fish supply is 
a vital matter with the native. 

" Moose, caribou and wild sheep 
have been taken in unusual abun- 
dance this fall and winter to help 
offset the fish shortage. The sup- 
ply of wild meat in this region is 
large and very good food. I much 
prefer the meat of any of these 
animals to the beef from the States. 
You see the beef we get is from very 
large cattle. The Meat Company 
can ship an 1800 pound steer for the 
same freight charge as one weigh- 
ing a thousand pounds. They are 
transported alive and butchered 
over here, and transportation is 
reckoned by the head instead of by 
weight. We get some dandies for 
size, but their meat is calculated 
to develope the muscles ol the eat- 
er's jaws as well as nourish him. 
The wild game is very well protect- 
ed by law now, and we hope it will 
so remain. The preservation of the 
wild meat supply is vital to the wel- 
fare of the entire interior popula- 
tion " 

These important facts for tbe 
prosperity of Alaska and the saving 
of the natives and dogs from famine 
are from the facile pen of the Rev.

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Springs, in the hope that change of 
climate might benefit him. Mr. 
Milligan was a son of Dr. Milligan 
for many years a teacher in the 
Illinois School for the Deaf. He 
took the normal course at Gallaudet 
College, and was then for a number 
of years a teacher at the Colorado 
School. He was appointed Superin- 
tendent of the Montana School, and 
later of the California School. He 
was in the prime of life, being only 
forty- four years old at the time of 
his death. The profession has lost 
an able and earnest worker. — Min- 
nesota Companion. 
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Mr. H. Gbrnsback, editor of 
'The Electrical Experimenter," 
will publish in the April number of 
his magazine an article on " Physio- 
logical Music for the Deaf." 

Mr. Gernsback, in addition to 
his duties as editor of the above 
periodical, devotes considerable 
time to actual experimentation. He 
has been working on the possibili- 
ties of this idea since 1917, which is, 
to transmit rhythmic vibrations, am- 
plified by means of electricity, to the 
deaf. 

Principal Gardner, of the New 
York Institution ( Pan wood), who 
is always ready to lend his aid to any 
prospect of better communication of 
vibrations to the deaf, sent to the 
office of "The Electrical Experi- 
menter," three weeks ago, four 
cadets with varying degrees of deaf- 
ness — congenital and adventitious, 
partial and total — to try out the 
invention. The experiment consist- 
ed of communicating electrical vibra- 
is through the hands or other 
points of contact, from a phonograph 
and the human voice ; later, this 
may perhaps also be tried with musi- 
cal instruments. 

While it was demonstrated that it 
was possible, through vibratory 
effect, to differentiate between tunes, 
the voice, words, etc., the actual 
value of the proposed* method can- 
not be determined until further 
trials have been made. 

The Principal of the New York 
Institution will afford to Mr. Gerns- 
back every opportunity to thorough- 
ly try out his invention, with a view, 
if found practicable, to ultimately 
introduce it into the regular curri- 
culum of the school. 

The efforts to alleviate deafness 
by educational methods or by medi- 
cal science deserve at all times the 
utmost encouragement. Education- 
al methods receive universal endorse- 
ment, but in the case of medical 
effort the tendency is to go to ex- 
tremes—to be altogether skeptical or 
entirely too trusting. This has re- 
sult' iany fake remedies for 
deafness, which instead of doing 
good, do permanent harm. In view 
of such well-known facts, the edu- 
cated deaf have become shy 
alleged " cures for deafness." 

However, electrical and vibratory 
exercises to stimulate the organs of 
hearing can not do harm, and have 
in several instances so far improved 
the latent sense of bearing as to 
bring the individual into the class of 
"slightly deaf." The vibratory 
strains of musical instruments have 
shed this in a few authentic

THR OKLOFF 

This stone has a mysterious past. 
At one time, it formed the eye of an 
idol in Brahmin temple at Seriug- 
hant, but was stolen by a French 
soldier, who sold it for $10,000 
to acaptain in the British Navy. He 
in turn sold it for $6o,ooo to a Jew- 
ish merchant at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. 

Nothiug more is recorded of this 
stone until the year 1775, when 
Prince Orloff purchased in Amster- 
dam a very large brilliant for Em- 
press Catherine II, of Russia, paying 
a Persian merchant the sum of one 
million, four hundred thousand flo- 
rins, Dutch money. It was the most 
renowned of the crown jewels of Rus- 
sia, having a weight of 193 carats. 
It is the size of a pigeon egg and 
rose faceted after the Hindoo 
fashion. 

TlIK KKGKNT OR PITT OEM 

This stone, according to experts, 
is the finest Indian stone ever 
brought to Europe. It derived its 
first name from the Duke of Orleans, 
who bought it while Regent of 
France ; its second name from Pitt, 
who owned it in India. The stone 
was Tound in the diggings of the 
Parteal miues on the north bank of 
the Kistma in 1701 

A slave is supposed to have con- 
cealed it in a hole made purposely in 
his leg, and escaping to the coast, 
gave it to a sea captain who trea 
chreously killed the slave. An emi 
nent merchant brought this stone to 
Pitt, who wa9 then Governor of 
India. An enormous sum was asked 
for it but, finally, after much dicker 
ing, a compromise was made and 
Tut bought it for $102,000. Be 
cause of the doubt cast upon the 
fairness of his acquisition, and as his 
fortune was wholly invested in the 
stone, Pitt felt himself obliged to 
dispose of it. After re-cutting, its 
weght was reduced from 4 to 1 

a brilliant of fine 
water and excellent proportions. 
Negotiations were opened with the 
Duke of Orleans, Regent of Prance, 

for its purchase, and through the 
financier, John Law, it was final- 
ly sold for $675,000. it was placed 
among the crown jewels ol Prance, 
unrivalled among the 

historic old diamonds for its limpid 
clearness and | ortn, its depth 

and diameter being nearly equal it 

finally came into the possession of 

Napoleon I, who bad it set in his 
sword of slate. Its value is estimat- 
ed at $2,400,000.

There is no fluid so wonderful as 
blood, though we must hasten to add 
that blood is more than fluid, for it 
carries millions of microscopic cells 
— the red and the white corpuscles — 
to which its wonder is partly due. 

Bnt we wish to pick out just a 
single wonder — that, while all back- 
boned animals bave red blood, no 
two kinds, so far ss has been tried, 
bave quite the same red blood. 
And there are 26,000 different kinds 
of backboned animals named and 
known, all the same, and y«t all 
different. The redness of the blood 
is due to a complicated coloring 
matter called haemoglobin, which is 
carried by the red blood corpuscles. 
It is of special value, because in the 
lungs of land animals, or in the 
gills of fishew, it is able to capture 
oxygen from the outer world, and 
then frarry it to the inmost recesse* 
of the body to keep the Are of life 
burning. 

Now it is easy to take some drops 
of blood and treat them in such a 
way that the coloring matter takes 
on a crystal form, and we tret crysj 
tals of haemoglo bin. And the 
remarkable thing that we Hud is 
that the blood crystals of a dog 
differ from those of a wolf, and 
those of an Arctic fox from those of 
a red fox or a grey fox, and so on 
all round — each kind of mammal has 
itH own pellicular form of red blood 
crystal. 

This is very interesting, for it 

iws us that each kind of animal 
is itself and no other, not only in 
big things, bnt in little things as 
well, thru Hiidthru. What a com- 
mentary on St. Paul's saying : 
" All flesh is not the same flesh : 
for there is one kind of flesh of 

ft, anil another of beasts, one 
kind of flesh of birds, and another 
of fisheH." — Selected.
